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| LAWN ‘TENNIS

At the end 
of last season an order went forth to the 
manufacturers from our Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion that the ball in 1924 was to bounce’ not 
less than fifty and not more than sixty inches, 
thus giving the makers a margin of ten 
inches. e result has been a faster and 
higher bounding ball, which makes. the mé 
a ng difficult, and therefore less enjoyabie, to 

y. 

. The new bal! is blown up tighter, but un- 
fortunately has retained none of the old 
ualities of touch which was a feature of the 

1 of Jast season. Unlike the fast ball used 
in America, its flight through the air.is any- 
thing ‘but true, and. the possible strokes at 
lawn tennis are reduced by half. . It is not 
easy to take on the rise, a modern requirement 
of the game, as the bound has a tendency to 
be straight up and not forward. . Ground 
strokes are penalised too heavily and yolleying 
is made too easy. 

The idea has been to quicken the 
English game, but I am afraid that it. has 
had the opposite effect, as more caution is 
required in handling this ball. I hear the 
same story from all quarters, Our Association 
is busily engaged on an elaborate ball-testin 
scheme and hopes soon to have this man 
question adjusted. I sincerely hope their 
efforts will be crowned with success, 


A. W. Gore and Hard Courts. 


I see that A. W. Gore, the famous veteran, 
has stated that he is against the abolition of 
grass courts in favour of hard ones as a means 
of improving our general standard of play. 
He considers that the root of the evil is with 
the schools for not seriously encouraging their 
boys to play lawn tennis. [ have lon 
realised that this is the chief way in whi 
we could eventually hope to hold our own 
with the other great lawn tennis-playing 
countries. At the same time, we must first 
provide the schoolboys with a proper surface 
on which to Jearn the game. It is easy to see 
from the styles of most of our juniors that 
they have learnt their lawn tennis on an un- 
true grass surface. It would be impossible 
to keep up grass courts properly at most 
schools, whereas hard courts, with Jess labour 
entailed and their other advantages over grass, 
could be. To look further afield, there is 
hardly a grass tournament throughout the 
season which is not held up for at least one | 
day owing to rain. The big meetings at 
Surbiton, Chiswick Park, Edgbaston and East- 
bourne were all partially ruined by rain last 
season, Which would not have been the case 
had hard courts been in use. I remember 
having to play Ramaswami on a saturated 
grass court in the final of the South of England 
Championship at Eastbourne last September, 
and how I wished it had been possible to play 
the match on a hard court! 

Lycett, one of the finest doubles players in 
the world, admits that he learnt his tennis 
entirely on an asphalt surface in Australia, 
and has never seen a grass court in California, 
a country which has produced such players as 
Miss Helen Wills and Johnston. He thinks 
that if grass courts were abolished the game 
in England would lose much of its charm. | 
would point out that there is no more pic- 
turesque spot than the hard courts situated in 
the midst of the pine woods at Le Tonquet, 
the beautiful surroundings at St. Cloud, Paris, 
the French headquarters of the game, or the 
courts at Rondebosch, Cape Town, at the foot 
of Table Mountain. I feel that it can be only 
for sentimental reasons that we persist in 
using a grass surface in England. 


A Davis Cup Match for Veterans. 


A good deal has been written lately about. 
our wonderful veterans, Ritchie, Riseley, 
Roper Barrett and Dixon. Ritchie is certainly 
a marvel, and his success at.53 is partly due 
to his exceptional physique, but chiefly to the 
fact that he has never once during hig Jon 
career allowed his game to drop. He is stil 
capable of extending almost any player, 
Riseley. is a natural genius at lawn tennis. 
Roper Barrett still retains much of his old 
cunning; and the touch and delicacy of 
Dixon's strokés are well known to all. 

There is a tendency amongst Englishmen to 
keep up their lawn tennis later in life than 
players of other countries. Our climate lends 
itself to this. It must not be imagined that 
other countries do not ssess efficient 
veterans as well. Indeed, I believe that a 
match between the veterans of England and 
America would be very close. The latter could 
Nrut in the field Dwight Davis, the donor of 

le famous cup; Holcombe Ward, Beals 
Wright and Larned. I remember Davis and 
Ward managed to beat Woosnam and Turn- 
bull at Seabright as recently as 1921. By the 
way, Larned, who was seven times champion 
of ‘America, told me that he was quite ‘sure 
the highest standard of lawn tennis has ad. 
vanced since his day. 


In- 
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Britain v. Belgiam. 


Once again Torquay is going to be the scene 
of the great happening in English lawn tennis 
circles. Our Davis Cup match against Bel- 
gium should have begun on Saturday, but 
owing to heavy rain had to be postponed till 
to-day. Great credit must be given to S. J. 
Watts, who is himself a keen player, for the 
efficient organisation of this new and popular 
lawn tennis centre. Our path may not be an 
easy one against the Belgian team. It is 
possible that the winning of the doubles may 
be a deciding factor. The question is, can 
Godfree and Woosnam beat Washer and Wat- 
son ? The latter pair are a well-tried com- 
hination, and succeeded in running the Aus- 
tralians, Anderson and O'Hara Wood, to 5 close 
sets at Scarborough in 1922. Both Kingscote 
and Gilbert are likely to beat the Belzian 
second string in the singles, but the result of 
their respective matches against Washer is 
distinctly speculative. Washer is a destructive 
driver, and may be described as a four-stroke 
man.

CONDEN CUP. 


LINFIELD DEFEAT BOHEMIANS,

NATIONAL ATHLETIC AND 
CYCLING ASSOCIATION. 


FIRST ANNUAL CONGRESS. 


The first annual Congress of the Nationa) Athletic 
and Cycling Association was heki yesterday after- 
noon in the Clarence Hotel, Wellington quay, 
Doblin, Mr. J. J. Keane presiding. The tollowing 
members were present :—L. Hensey (Secretary), M. 
Keogh (Hon .Treasurer), J. Ouinlian (Kilfinane), P. 
C Lennon (Strokestown), R. J. Kenny (Ballinaslve,, 
F. Harkins, D. Falvey, Professor Kenouf (Cork), 
E. Purcell (Kilkenny), F. McGrath (Nenagh), 1. J, 
Gilhooley (Roscommon), J. MacDonald (Naas), D. 
Baird, F, Kiernan, D. McAleese, P, Lynch, K-C.; 
H. M. Finlay, Dr R. J. Rowiette, A. €. larty, 
W. Hely (Dublin). Commandant Bruen (Curragh 
Camp), telegraphed regret at his inability to attend. 
- The Chairman tendered a hearty welcome to the 
delegates, and expressed his delight at seeing such 
a number of representatives there, but was 
sorry there was no representative from the North of 
Ireland with them. Cards of invitation were sent 
to the North of Ireland, asking them to send re- 
presentatives to the Congress. He did not know 
why they did not come, but their non-attendance 
was not due to any antagonistic point of view; for 
they were anxious that the arrangements should be 
ratified by the Congress. They had been passing 
through a very difficult time during the last few 
years, the chairman continued, but he wished to 
pay a tribute to the loyal manner in which the 
members of the committee in Dublin had got through 
their work. During that time they had to make 
several alterations in the rules and regulations, 
and until these were made the North would find it 
hard to join in with them. It was their duty to 
— or reject the arrangements that had beet 


made. 

Mr. T. O. Hensey, Secretary, presented his report 
outlining the activities of the Association for the 
season 1923-1924, the chief of which were tho All- 
Ireland Schools and Colleges Championships, the 
athletic contest between Dublin University and the 
lest of Leinster, the National Championships, the 
International Athletic Contest, the Junior and Senior 
National Cross-Country Contests, the affiliation to 
the 1.A.A. and 1.C.U., the adjustment of differences 
with the North of Ireland, the Tailteann Games, 
the Olympic Games, and the Carnival For a 
considerable period negotiations were carried on 
with the International Amateur Athletic Federation, 
the International Cyclist Union, and the Interna 
ticnal Cross-Country Association, with the result 
that the National Athfttic and Cycling Association 
was now officially recognised by those bodies. The 
organisation of the Association in the provinces was 
rpecessarily slow, but now Provincial Councils were 
established in Munster and Connanght, and, on 
ratification by Congress of the agreements entered 
into with representatives of certain clubs in the 
North, an Ulster Provincial Council would come into 
being immediately. During the season, the report 
ecntinuod. representations were made by delegates of 
Nerthern clubs to the effect that before affiliation 
to the Association they required the existing rules 
amended in certain particulars. These amendments 
were now submitted for ratification. 

It was decided to request the full Council to act 
as a commiitee to take charge of cycling and 
athiectics at the Aonach Tailteann. 

With regard to the Olympic Games, it appeared 
that the athletes chosen for training were doing. 
well under Inspector D. Carey, Dublin Metropolitan 
Police. To provide funds for the games a carniva) 
had been organised, which was progressing 
favourably. 

The agreements which were up for ratification by 
the Congress were discussed singty by the dele- 
gates. The ma dealt with many important 
points, the first of which was that Congress should 
alter Rule 3 of the Laws and Rules to read as 
follows “— ' The Association is open to all amateurs 
resident in Ireland, irrespective of creed or class. 
In the selection of internatipnal teams the selection 
committees would have regard to the form shown

A FINE FINISH, 
(BY PAT'O,) 
Yesterday's final at Terenure Park was easily the 
best hurling match which the rival colleges have 
played.

Thomas Murphy, farmer, of Kilconnell, was 
charged at a Special Court at Ballinasloe, with 
having wilfully injured a child of Dr, Egan's 

Superintendent Ryan explained to Messrs. 
Burke and Staunton that on Thursday, the 
8th of May, Murphy was arrested and charged 

4 with wilfully driving a horse over the child, 
which was in years of age, thus endangering 
its life. There was a dispute over land, which

She turned her horses into the road, and 
accused went up to stop them and drive them 
towards Kilconnell. 

There were three children on the road, and 
he shouted to the servant boy to mind the 
children ; but before help was forthcoming the 
horses rushed down the road, and one child 
was knocked down. 

Thomas Cooney stated that accused was only 
ten yards from the horses when the child was 
knocked down. 

Dr. Egan described the injury to the child’s 
aval, and said that her life was in absolute 

anger.

. The Greatest of These. 

CGn the whole, the new District Justices 
have done their work very well. They 
are careful, conscientious, and familiar 
with ‘local conditions; and they mix 
the right proportion of common-sense 
with their rulings on points of law. 


In two branches of their work only 


have we been moved occasionally to 
criticise these new magistrates, Some 
of them are apt to take a far too lenient 
view of the manufacture of illicit spirits 
and of the lamentably common offence of 
cruelty to animals. Now, however, a 
District Justice has forgotten his responsi- 
bility in another fashion, and we call 
attention to the incident in the hope that 
henceforward such lapses from a normally’ 
high standard of magisterial conduct may 
be discouraged effectively by public 
opinion and by the Execative Government. 
We reported on Thursday last a case in 
which Thomas Hughes, a former private 
in the Connaught Rangers and a holder 
of the Victoria Cross, was prosecuted. and 
convicted at Castleblayney District Court, 
before Mr. District Justice Goff, on a 
charge of the illegal possession of poteen. 
We express no view on the merits of the 
sentence, against which Hughes ‘has 
appealed. In the course of his evidence 
however, he declared that he never touched 
alcoholic drink—that, even when taking 
part in a charge, he never had tasted 
rum. Our report continues: 


“The District Justice—Hadn’t you to take 
it? No. 3 

The District Justice—Hadn’t they all to 
take it? Didn't they brutalise them before 
they sent them into the charge? 

The Defendant—I saw several attacks by 
our regiment, and they never took rum.” 


We are not surprised that Mr. Goff's cruel 
and unjust suggestion has provoked from 
ex-Service correspondents language stronger 
than any which we should care to use. 
He has revived.a discredited story which 
is nothing less than a slander on the 
whole British Army and especially on his 
own fellow-countrymen, the gallant men 
of the Irish regiments. Many of these 
men helped afterwards to save the Free 
State from dire assault. Is calumny of 
this sort. to be their reward at the hands 
of a judicial person who is drawing the 
State's pay? 

_ We hope that Mr. Goff’s attack on one 
of Ireland's most precious. assets—the 
fame and honour of her great regiments— 
was only the revelation of an isolated 
frame of mind, or the sudden and, 
perhaps, now regretted flaring up of a 
half-forgotten prejudice. If his statement 
was deliberate and if his attitude repre- 
sents that. of any large number of Irish- 
men, the national outlook is bleak, indeed, 
The Free State is, in one sense, a new 
country, and she is starting her career 
under a heavy handicap of ruin. She is 
rich, however, in a legacy of high tradi- 
tion, and, if she is wise, she will safeguard 
that legacy jealously for her coming 
generations. When the Free. State was 
founded her people became one nation. 
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because in -ome minds his judicial posi- 
tion may give it a sort of official character. 
Thete are persons in Northern Ireland, 
for instance, whom it will entrench in 
their distrust of the Government that Mr. 
Gof: serves—a wholly erroneous deduction, 
‘but? not the less mischievous on that 
account, In the present state of Irish 
feeling, which is still raw from its-recent 
wounds, and during the present crisis 
between North and South every Irishman 
of good-will ought to set a watch upon | 
his tongue. If-he cannot speak profitable 
words, let him not speak at all.

The State and the “ Profiteer.’’ 


The Conservative Party in England is 
taking a very serious view of the wide- 
spread feeling among the people that they 
are being victimised systematically by 
retail '' profiteers.”” Speaking at the 
Queen's Hall, in London, last Friday, Mr. 
| Stanley Baldwin reiterated his intention 
of making an inquiry into the whole 
matter one of the principal planks of the 
Conservative platform at the next general 
election. If his party is returned to office, 
a Royal Commission will be formed, and 
all the allegations which are being made 
about “profiteering’’ will be sifted 
thoroughly. Cynics, of course, will declare 
that Conservative promises are like the 
promises of every other party, and that 
Mr. Baldwin had every opportunity cf 
holding an inquiry into the “ profiteer- 
ing ” scandal while he was in office. Be 
that as it may, there is no doubt that the 
Labour Party has failed signally to cope 
with this problem. Hitherto all attempts 
to thwart the “ profiteer ” have come to 
nothing, chiefly because they were under- 
taken in a half-hearted way. The dis- 
crepancy between the price which, for 
instance, is paid to a farmer for his pro- 


duce and the price which the consumer | 


must pay -for'it in a shop a few miles 
away from the farm is absurd. Similar 
discrepancies exist in almost every branch 
of the retail trade. Manufacturers during 
+the “slump ” were forced to unload huge 
stocks of all kinds of commodities on an 
already saturated market; but by in- 
genious manceuvres the retailers managed 
to maintain their prices at a high level. 
The standard of living began to fall, 
and a small number of unscrupulous 
“ profiteers.’’ waxed fat on the suffering 
of the poor. 

Mr. Baldwin’s speech shows that 
something. at any rate, is likely to 
be done. Here in the Free State 
“profiteering ” is rampant. If every 
retail trader in the country were as honest 
as the day is long, the Free State still 
would. be. one of the most expensive 
countries in the world; and the consumer 
has a right to expect that no unnecessary 
additions shall be made {> his already 
overwhelming burdens. The whole system 
of retail trading is unsound. In the small 
country villages there are nearly always two 
or three shops where one would be suffi- 
cient for the population, with the result 
that the margin. of: profit is far too big, 
and the consumer must pay ten, or some- 
times twenty, pcr cent. too much for the 
necessaries of life. In this country 
hundreds of perfectly honest traders are 
“ profiteers, ” although they are quite un- 
conscious of the fact. The “ huckster”’ 
buys his stock from the large retailer, who 
gives him a. small rate of discount; but 
his turn-over.is so small that, in order to 
make sufficient profit to live, he must sel] 
his goods ‘at a substantial premium on his 
purchase price. The same process applies 
in varying degrees to nearly all retailers 
in the Free State. They are not satisfied 
with a profit of, say, two and a half. per 
cent., which, on a big turn-over, would be 
ample, but generally reckon on five, or 
even ten, per cent. The consumer, conse- 
quently, is mulcted in abnormally high 
prices even by honest traders, while he 
finds the real “profiteer’’ athwart his 
path at every turn. 
duties are certain to raise the cost of 
living all round, it is high time that the 
Free State Government should: makes 
serious attempt to dea] with retail prices. 
The last Commission was a hollow farce, 
and its revival would be merely a waste of 
time and money. Any inquiry into food 
prices must be empowered to take evidence 
on oath and to compel the attendance of 
e-sential witnesses. Otherwise there will 
be plenty of talk, but nothing will be 
done. :

- At the conference of the Universities 
of Great Britain and Ireland, in London 
last. Saturday, one of the subjects for 
discussion was “Directions in which 
universities. might profitably develop, 
were funds available.” Like all other 


public institutions, the universities are | 


suffering from lack of money. Since 
the war there has been an enormous 
increase in'the number of students, caused 
srtly by four years’ cessation of univer- 
sity life, and partly by the fact that a 
university training has begun to make a 
wider appeal. Moreover, according to Sir 
Theodore Morison, a new type is entering 
the universities, and this type requires 
better equipped institutions. Other speakers 
urged the necessity for increased funds 
which would allow men who showed par- 
ticular aptitude for research work to 
pursue studies that now they must relin- 
quish in order to earn a living. The 
scientific world looks to the universities in 
a large measure to supply the research. 
that is so necessary to progress, and it is 
extremely important that this aspect of 
their activities shall not be interrupted. 
Sir Theodore Morison described the 
capital sums needed as “ very moderate,’ 
and said that in America they would be 
considered mean. In a recent book Mr. 
Stephen Leacock suggested that British 
universities should follow the example of 
America. by. giving honorary degrees to 
very rich men in return for generous con- 
tributions. The suggestion probably was 
flippant, but, perhaps, within limits, 
something may be said in its favour.

BELFAST, Sunday. 

“We are the two leaders of Ireland. 
Eomehow or other we reached that posi- 
tion. For God's sake, let us lead. I am 
willing to get out of public life to-morrow, 
if by doing so I can bring peace to Ire- 
land. 1 am sure Mr. Cosgrave is no less 
willing to do the same. Why not let us 
get together and settle this boundary 
question, regardless of the extremists of 
either side?” | 

This was the keynote of an appea] made 
by Sir James Craig, the Northern Prime 
Minister, in an exclusive interview which 
he granted me to-day. Hé received me in 
what was the drawingroom of Stormont 
Castle, his magnificent country residence, 
a few miles outside Belfast, which has 
become the seat of the Northern Govern- 
ment. 

Here let me say that although Sir 
James and Mr. Cosgrave are as opposite 
as the poles apart, they are both typical 
Irishmen. Mr. Cosgrave is small, with 
twinkling and nervous eyes and humour 
always on top, but with the essential 
seriousness behind the typical Irishman of 
the South. Sir James Craig is slow of 
speech, careful of utterance, apparently 
deadly serious, but with the quick 
response and humorous suggestion just as 
typical of the Irishman of the North. 


Could Reach Agreement. 

[ had gone to ask him for a reply to. Mr. 
Cosgrave’s suggestion that Ulster would 
legally become a part of the Free State 
by failure to appoint a boundary Com- 
missioner under the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 
He brushed the question aside. 

“Tam not a lawyer. My legal advisers 
tell me that Mr. Cosgrave is wrong, but I 
am not much interested, I do not like 
the idea of two sets of Irishmen using 
slim legal tactics against each other, but, 

lease, do not represent me as saying that 
lr, Cosgrave is doing so. I mean that I 
prefer fair dealing to legal arguments. I 
am convinced that if Mr. Cosgrave and I 
get together, man to man, with freedom 
to act, we could soon arrive at an agree- 
ment. 

“Tt is said that I have my extremists 
and he has his—whom we must both con- 
sider. Very well, then; let us ignore 
them. I am willing to go out of public 
life to-morrow, if before I go, I can assure 
peace to Ireland. I am sure Mr. Cosgrave 
ls equally willing. Let us get together, man 
to man, and settle this question of 
boundaries. It would not be hard. I am 
not unreasonable. yor ee 


Btraightening the Border. 

“There are substantial areas on the 
Ulster side of the boundaries inhabited by 
persons who would rather belong to the 
Free State. I do not want to keep them 
if they express a desire to go, but I will 
not turn them out if they desire to stay. 
There are other areas now in the Free 
State which I think wish to join Ulster. 
.J do not think Mr. Cosgrave wants to keep 
them. 

“ Then, there are places along the border 
where the boundary needs straightening 
out—a parish here, a townland there— 
that can be done by two men who want a 
fair settlement, better than by any formal 
Commission.’’ 


Article 12. 

I asked Sir James if, in case Mr. Cos- 
grave consented to such a meeting, he 
would. be willing to abandon the demand 
that Clause 12 of the Treaty (which pro- 
vides for the Boundary Commission) be 
scrapped in advance. 

“You mean, would I say to Mr. Cos- 
prave— Let us try to agree, and, if we 
fail, you still retain your rights under 
Clause 127” I should like time to think 
that proposition over before answering. 
What I do suggest is that we get together 
and settle the matter, and then together 

” approach the British Government to secure 
the abrogation of that Clause of the Treaty 
which calls for Southern Ireland to assume 
x small part of the Imperial Debt charges. 
If we both demand this, it will be easy 
to secure the necessary British legislation. 

“The whole present trouble is due to 
the vagueness of the terms of the Treaty 
and the promises made to both sides by 
third parties. Let us, Irishmen in Ireland, 
settle the matter between ourselves, even 
if it involves the sacrifice of our politica]

MYSTERIOUS CLARE 
CRIME. 


STRANGLED MAN FOUND 
IN BOGHOLE.

in County Clare on Saturday morning. He 
resided at Raschmogue, about four miles from 
Sixmilebridge and five from Limerick. Livin 
with him were his father, mother, sister, an 
brother, the last-named attending to the 
farm, John, being absent most of his time at 
the large cattle fairs, his activities often 
carrying him: into the Galway and Dublin 
markets, where he was a well-known figure. 
Between 5 and 5.30 o’clock a.m. on Satur- 
day a knock came to O’Mara’s door. It was 
kaye TRC heard first by John O’Mara, who 
slept in a room. containing two beds, in front 
oí the house, the second bed being occupied 
by. Mr. Costello, C.E., Kilkee, who is at 
present supervising the repair of a bridge in 
that locality. John O’Mara got out of bed 


answer the knock. He came back shortly 
afterwards and told Mr. Costello that a man 
had called and asked his assistance on 
account of a motor breakdown, and that he 
was going up the road with him, “up the 
road ’’ meaning in the direction of Limerick. 
He also called into his brother’s room and 
told him that he was going out. 

Twenty minutes afterwards Cornelius 
O’Mara (the brother), becoming uneasy at 
John’s absence, went out in search of him, 
but failed to trace him. 

A search party of three was organised, and 
eventually the dead body was found at 11.15 
a.m. in a bog-hole about two miles from his 


residence, 
THE BODY FOUND. 

The discovery was made in a lonely part of 
the country and in a place known as Windy- 
gap. O’Mara had been strangled by means of 
a red silk handkerchief tied around his neck, 
and his hands had been tied in front of him 
before being pushed into the boghole, where 
he was lying prone when found. His face had 
been actually pushed in the bog mud at the 
bottom of the hole, the water in which was 
about three or four feet deep. No marks of 
violence of any sort were found on the body. 

As soon as the murder was reported to the 
guards, Chief Superintendent Brennan and 
Superintendent P. J. Carroll, Ennis, visited 
the place, and they subsequently represented 
the State at an inquest opened -by Mr. P. 
Culloo, Coroner for East Clare. 

Cornelius O’Mara (brother) stated that he 
looked out of the house immediately after his 
brother had left, and saw him walking up 
the road with a much taller man, who was a 
stranger in the locality. The stranger was 
wearing what appeared to be a white shower- 
proof coat. He did not know whose was the 
silk handkerchief found around the neck of 
his brother, but it had never been his custom 
to wear a handkerchief around his neck. 

The jury found in .accordance with: the 
evidence of Dr. Enright, Sixmilebridge, that 
O’Mara died as a result of suffocation by 
strangulation. They added: ‘‘ We also find 
that it is a case of wilful murder 
by some person or persons unknown, No 
language of ours is sufficient to impress our 
horror at this callous deed, and we trust 
that the perpetrators will be speedily brought 
to justice.’’ The jury tendered sympathy to 
the relatives.of the deceased’ man. 


Superintendent Carroll said he hoped 
anybody who could give assistance to the 
Guards in tracing the murderers would do so. 
The Guards themselvés would leave no effort 
unspared on their part to try to bring about 
what earthly retribution was possible in the 
case. 

The Coroner endorsed the Superintendent’s 
none. and sympathised with the grief-stricken 
amily. 

Chief Superintendent Brennan and Super- 
intendent Carroll did not return from the 
locality until 3.30 o'clock in the morning. So 
far the motive for the murder is a mystery, 
but it is learned on good authority that. the 
occurrence has no politica) significance and 
that the Guards’ inquiries will not be con- 
fined to County Clare.

Disgraceful scenes were witnessed in Letter- 
kenny yesterday morning, when a mélée took 

lace between a party of attendants at the 

ental Hospital who were going to Mass in 
St. Eunen’s Cathedral and strikers and their 
sympathisers. In the conflict, which was of 
a violent character, several persons were 
injured and had to be medically treated. 
Female attendants who were going to Mass 
were not interfered with, but as a party of 
male attendants came along, accompanied by 
members of the Civic Guard, an excited 
woman rushed out and threw a quart of milk 
in the face of one of the attendants. There 
was some jeering, but the attendants pro- 
ceeded on their way. A crowd of strikers and 
others collected and followed the attendants, 
booing and shouting. 

At the corner of Church lane, leading to 
the Cathedral, a man aggressively approached 
one of the new attendants, a Dublin man, an 
shouted ‘‘Scab’’ and other offensive epithets. 
The attendant got into grips with the man 
and a struggle followed. It soon developed 
into a general mélée. Blows were exchanged 
freely, and a Civic Guard drew his baton and 
hit out vigorously. Other Civic Guards 
hurried to the scene and succeeded, after much 
trouble, in quelling the disturbance, during 
which a man named McCridden, a former 
red at the asylum, was badly injured.

attendants were followed by a hostile 
crowd to the Cathedral, but no further violence 
was Offered.

THE DANGER OF THE 
SITUATION.

The Times, in a leading article, observes 
that much has been written and said, but 
little or nothing has been done, in the matter 
of the Irish boundary during the last few 
days.

TWO VIEWS. 


Letters from Mr. J. R. Fisher, of the 
Temple, and Professor J. E. G. de Mont- 
morency, of Lincoln's Inn, appear in TJ'he 
Z'tmes on the subject of the Irish boundaries. 

In the course of his communication, Mr. 
Fisher writes:—Before Mr. Cosgrave pro- 
nounces Article 12 of the Treaty “' void,” 
and proceeds, as he suggests, to “ provide for 
the Government of Ulster,’’ it would be well 
for him to procure some competent legal 
advice as to.the difference between a con- 
dition precedent and a condition subsequent. 
If he wishes for an example of the former he 
will find it in Article 2, where the definition 


of the status of the Irish Free State is de- 


clared to be “ subject to the provision® herein- 
after set out.” in other words, in case of 
the failure of those provisions the Free State, 
as defined in Section 2, would not. apparently 
come into full being at all—and-at may be 
mentioned that one of those conditions prece- 
dent is that ““the Irish Free State shall as- 
sume liability for the service of the Public 
Debt of the United Kingdom.” 

Article 12 is quite differently expressed. It 
is there provided that the condition precedent 
to the independence of Northern Ireland as 
defined in the Act of 1920 is 
the adoption within a stated time of a certain 
Address by the Northern Parliament, and 
in Article 14 the penalty for the neglect of 
that condition precedent is clearly laid down, 
and the immediate and necessary consequence 
of the adoption of the Address is also laid 
down; for from that date '“the powers of the 
Parliament and Government shall no longer 
extend to Northern Ireland.’” The trans- 
action is complete. 

The proviso in the second clause of the 
Article, regarding the appointment of the 
Boundary Commission, stands on a quite 
different footing. It is not a condition prece- 
dent, the neglect of which voids the Article, as 
in the case just mentioned above. It is a 
condition subsequent—of undoubted import- 
ance, indeed, but carrying with it no sug- 
gestion, expressed or implicit, that its failure 
would nullify the previous clause. 


A COMPLEX QUESTION. 


Professor de Montmorency writes :—The 
deadlock in relation to the boundary between 
the Irish Free State aifd Northern Ireland is 
fraught with danger to both of these great 
communities, and the danger seems to be in- 
creased by the idea that the problem is one 
in international law. Yet the Articles of 
Agreement of December 6th, 1921, can hardly 
be regarded as a Treaty in the international 
law sense, and I venture to suggest that the 
subject is a municipal one and judiciable.in 
the Courts of the Crown. The apparent issue 
is one of construction, the construction of a 
group of Acts oi Parliament. Such a complex 
question of construction cannot be dealt with 
in any satisfactory fashion in Parliament, or 
on platforms, or in the Press. The question 
needs to be referred to the serener atmosphere 
of a court of justice, and surely all parties 
would be wise in combining to secure a 
judicial interpretation. Certainly it would be 
in the interest of Ireland as a whole, and, 
indeed, of the Empire as a whole, that such 
a question should be argued and decided with- 
out political and possibly internecine passion.

HALLE, Sunday. 

Eleven Communists were killed and a num- 
ber of others wounded in a fight to-day with 
the police at Boellberg, near Halle. Several 
policemen were injured, and one succumbed 
to his wounds this evening. 

The disturbance arose out of the great 
Monarchist demonstration which took place 
here to-day. ‘Trouble had been expected, and 
the authorities took remarkable measures to 
prevent it, Troops patrolled all the roads 
approaching Halle, and the railway stations 
were strongly guarded. At Boellberg Com- 
munists who were marching towards Halle 
came into collisioh with the police, and shots 
were exchanged. Several shops were looted 
and set on fire. 

The occasion of the demonstration here was 
the unveiling of a Moltke statue, in place of 
the one that was blown up by Communists 
_@ vear ago The eldest son of the 
ex-Crown Prince Oscar, General Ludendorff 
and over a score of pre-war Generals and 
Admirals in full nniíorm took part in the 
demonstration, while special trains bronght 
thonsands of Nationalists to the town, each 
section carrying a banner. 

Marshal Hindenburg, Genera] Mackensen 
and some others were unable to attend. 

It was estimated that 100,000 Monarchists 
took part in the demonstration, and in the 
huge procession over 1,000 banners of the type 


common in pre-war days were carried by men | 


in military uniform and steel helméte. The 
old German colours—black, white and red— 
and the old German naval and war flags were 
exclusively flown. There was not a single 
Republican flag to be seen in the whole town.

A STRIKE FEARED. 

The recent negotiations between the Lurgan 
Heimmers’ and Veiners’ Trades Union and the 
Manufacturers’ Association for an increase on 
the weekly earnings of the worker” have 
broken down, and the Society has decided to 
issue a strike notice at the expiration of 
fourteen days. The Punch Hemstitchers’ 
Society made a demand on the Lurgan Manu- 
facturers’ Association, on the 20th March last, 
for an increase of 25 per cent. on their wages. 
Varions suggestions were made since then by 
the workers’ Society, but on Saturday the 
employers sent a letter to the local secretary 
of the Hemmers’ and Veiners’ Union (Mr. 
Robert Levin), stating that, as they are satis- 
fied that the present rate paid to punch 
hemstitchers will yield the maximum rate of 
wages as laid down by the Trades Board, 
they cannot see that any purpose would be 
eerved in having tests made again, and there- 
_ fore cannot agree to give an advance. 

They also remind the Society that it was 
on the joint application of the Society and 
tlie employers that the Trade Board was 
established to fix the minimum rates for the 
linen industry in Ireland, and no demand for 
an increase has been made by any other dis- 
trict, 

Over 500 punch hemstitchers will be im- 
mediately involved in a dispute in all the 
firms in Lurgan. A sympathetic strike of all 
the other operatives would bring the figure up 
to 6,000. The average earning of the punch 
hemstitchers is 18s. per week, and the per 
cent demand, if conceded, would bring their 
wages up to 22s. 6d. per week. 

All hands in both the linen and cotton ends 
are at present fully engaged, and have been 
go for the past three months. All the workers 
in the punch hemstitching business are 
females.

SOVIET INCIDENT. 


GERMAN GOVERNMENT ASKS 


FOR ARBITRATION. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRrRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

The German Government has officially 
proposed arbitration to the Soviet os the 
dispute arising fromthe recent Berlin raid. 
There have been big Anti-German demonstra- 
tions at Odessa—where it is reported that 
30,000 Communists assembled outside the 
German Consulate—and at Kieff, Charkoff and 
other Russian towns. The spontaneity of sach 
demonstrations is doubted, being regarded— 
as is also the menacing language of the 
Moscow Press—as ne of a campaign to 
compel Germany to disavow the police action. 
| The Soviet demands in this matter are 
pitched extremely high, being—first, the 
punishment of the offending police; secondly, 
guarantees against recurrence of such inci- 
dents; and, thirdly, compensation for numbers 
of the economic mission who were molested 
in the raid. 

The German-Russian Bailway Conference, 
due to open to-day at Moscow, has been 
abandoned. “ Big business’’ interests in 
Germany and their Press continue to urge the 
necessity for a speedy settlement of the inci-. 
dent, because, apparently, of the groundless 
fear held that British and American concerns 
may use the opportunity presented to oust 
their German rivals.

DR. JOHN HONEYFORD. 


The news of the death in a Nursing Home 
in Belfast of Dr. John Honeyford has been 
received with sincere regret throughout Derry 
and the North-West. e son of a Strabane 
merchant, Dr. Honeyford graduated at the 
Edinb@rgh University in 1910, and in the 
following year he passed the clinical examina- 
tion for ‘the degree of Doctor of Medicine.

JURY CALLS ATTENTION TO 
HOUSING CONDITIONS. 


_An instance of the deplorable housing con- 

ditions existing in the town of Tipperary was 
furnished at an inquest which was held on 
Saturday on a child, Bridget O'Donnell, who 
met with a shocking death from burns. 
_ The child’s mother: stated that on return- 
ing to the house after a brief absence she 
found the child in the yard, her clothing in 
flames, and one of her little brothers was 
vainly endeavouring to extinguish them.

FOUR POTEEN-MAKERS SENT TO 


PRISON. 


At Raphoe District Court on Friday Mr. 
Sean O’Hanrahan, District Justice, sentenced 
William Curran, of Cark, Co. Donegal; James 
Curran, Richard Curran, and Francis Curran, 
of Carxeedy, Co. Donegal, each to six months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for distilling 


illicit spirits and for being illegally in posses- 


sion of poteen-making apparatus. 

. Sergeant Cunnane, Raphoe, said that on the 
night of the 28th April, in company with 
Sergeant Murphy, Convoy, sea a 
mountainous country for poteen, and on the 
top of a mountain at Carneedy came upon a 
still-house, where they found the four de- 
fendants. They were distilling poteen at the 
time. The witness and his companion took 
the defendants outside and destroyed the still- 
ho 


use. 
Sergeant Murphy said that when, he took 
the defendants out William Curran accepted 
responsibility for the still and then ran off. 
The defendants lived about half a mile away 
from the still-house, three of them being 
brothers. 

. James Curran swore that his brother 
William was responsible for the still. The 
witness was a signal-man in Scotland for a 
number of years, and recently came home to 
recuperate his health. : 

Patrick Kelly said that he knew James and 
Richard Curran since they were born, and he 
never knew either of them to make or sell 
poteen. William, however, was a poteen- 
distiller. 

Another witness, named Daniel Browne, 
said that James, Francis, and Richard Curran 
had nothing to do with the illicit distilling 
to his own knowledge. The witness lived in 
the next townland to them and knew all 
about them. He had been aware that there 
was a still-house on the top of the mountain. 
The District. Justice said that the poteen- 
maker was a despicable robber and, therefore, 
he would have no mercy on these people. 
They were outside the law, outcasts, and in- 
different alike to Church and State. He 
could not discriminate between them, as they 
were caught in the act and each was equally 
guilty. He then sentenced them to six months’ 
imprisonment, with hard Jabour, as above

THE IRISH REGIMENTS.

Sirn,—For the benefit of your readers and 
the much abused ex-Servicemen, 1 desire to 
repudiate emphatically the glaring and in- 
judicious misstatement made by the District 
Justice Goff at Castleblayney District Court 
on the 7th inst. and which appeared in your 
issue of the 8th inst.. The defendant stated 
in course of examination that, when taking 
part in charges in France, where he had won 
the V.C., he had never taken rum. 
District Justice remarked :—‘* Hadn’t you to 
take it?” #Defendant—‘‘No.” ‘“* Hadn’t 
they all to take it ; didn’t they brutalise them 
before they sent them to the charge?” De- 
fendant—‘‘ I saw several attacks by our regi- 
ment, and they never took rum,”” 

The defendant’s reply can be vouched for 
by millions of men who served in France— 
that they only received their bare rum ration, 
one-half or three-quarters of a glass daily, I, 
as a quartermaster-sergeant and Acting Bri- 
gade Quartermaster-Sergeant, found it difficult 
at most times to even issue that amount. It 
is deplorable to think that men of the type 
of this Justice avail themselves of such cheap 
and washed-out comments. The history of 
the Irish regiments in France, their bravery, 
conduct and general demeanour to the civilian 
population, and also prisoners committed 
to their charge, during the whole of the war 
left nothing to be desired. I would ask that 
action in this matter should be taken by Major 
Bryan Cooper and Captain Redmond, who are 
both aware of the untruthful and uncalled-

GERMAN POVERTY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Reports have been published in your 
own and other papers concerning the influx 
of unusually large numbers of German visitors 
into Switzerland and Italy and of their com- 
paratively extravagant style of living. At 
the same time, while distreas uin a have 
been made in this country, some visitors have 
reported the existence of luxury and comfort 
in German cities and have failed to find evi- 
dences of poverty. Without denying their 
approximate truth, may I, as one who 
been occupied for more than two years in 
Germany, in close touch with the situation, 
and who has recently revisited the country, 
be allowed to explain in a few lines a situa- 
tion well understood by every keen observer 
able to look behind the scenes? it is not un- 
natural that such stories of luxury should 
cause a great deal of indignation and hinder 
the support of relief work. But it is not 
right to refuse assistance to the millions on 
the verge of starvation on account. of the 
heartless practices of a few. 

The highest estimate of the number of 
German visitors in Italy is one hundred 
thousand. These obviously belong to a 
wealthy class; for we are constantly told that 
they go to the test hotels and pay lavishly. 
But it is well known that the former middle- 
class is in the main ruined, and that the 
workers are ee on short time, or on 
a sweated wage, the monetary value of which 
is less than half that received by the average 
working man. The one handred thousand in 
Italy are Germans or cosmopolitans of the 
worst type, who have made money out of 
the ruin of the country, and they know little 
pity. While the mark was rising and falling 

ourly, it was difficult for them to travel. At 
the same time they had no difficulty in avoid. 
ing the larger burden of real taxation. Now 
that the mark is in the ascendant, travel 
becomes for them not only easy, but advan- 
tageous, and taxation begins to be felt, 
Clearly, the thing: for them to do is to fly 
rom In this connection it must not, be 
forgotten that Italy and Switserland stand in 
the same relation to German excursionists as 
do Cornwall or Britanny to English tri " 

The answer to the statementa of visitors 
regarding apparent luxury and comfort in 
German cities is simple. These visitors do 
not see the poverty that exists any more than 
a count standing in Piccadilly sees the 
poverty of the East End. I myself wandered 
in East Berlin and failed to see any obvious 
signs, of distress until I was taken i

Mr. Sean Lyons, T.D., presiding at the 
usual weekly meeting of the All Ireland Town 
Tenants’ League in Dublin, referring to the 
Town Tenants Bill, said that it was amusing 
to observe the arguments being put forward 
against the bill, particularly in connection 
with the building of houses. The house-owners 
evidently knew nothing whatever of the recent 
history of progressive movements in Ireland, 
and that delayed reforms only resulted in 
making more persistent those who were de- 
termined that the burden of existing condi- 
tions should be lifted from the towns of 
Ireland. 

In most of the towns there was no sanitary 
accommodation, in many places houses were 
in a dilapidated state, and in all cases the 
original cost of these houses had been repaid 
in rent many times over. These were the 
conditions tenants were out against end which 
the owners were anxious to preserve. 

Mr. J. Coghlan Briscoe said that the pcpu- 
lation of the towns was over one-third of the 
total population of the Free State, and surely 
it was neither Bolshevism nor unreason on the 
part of that important section of the com- 
munity to ask that the law should give them 
security in their homes and interest in their 
business. He believed that the bill, if passed 
into law, would improve relations between 
honest house-owners and their tenants and 
that it would encourage the building of 
houses.
